There have been some iii the 
past that when called to the higher 
of Cee demonstrated fitness for 
its 
duties and greatness of character in 
keeping with its dignity and there 
have been others no doubt who, had 
they been called, would have demon­ 
strated the possession of equal fitness. 
But a majority of the vice-presidents 
have been merely men of ordinary 
ability who, through political exigen­ 
cies have been given the place and 
who never would have been seriously 
considered as of material ^f which 
presidents should be made. 
Thomas R. Marshall, the man who 
for seven years has filled what is 
termed the second highest office in 
the land, is an exception to the gen­ 
eral rule and more and more as the 
years have passed has shown most 
strikingly that he possesses in a rare 
degree those essentials without which 
no man, however popular, would be 
a credit to the nation if called upon to 
direct its destines. 
Mr. Marshall seldom places himself 
before the public eye, but on those few 
occasions when he has consented to 
speak to the public for publication, he 
has shown that he is indeed a real 
statesman and a true patriot. 
The speech that he delivered Thurs­ 
day before the Indiana state conven­ 
tion is but another proof of this state­ 
ment. 
In this year of many speeches 
by many men seeking public prefer­ 
ment the words of Mr. Marshall in 
which he declared that he was not 
a candidate for the presidency and 
was seeking nothing politically and 
then outlined his political faith have 
not been equalled by any. 
Clear and 
concise, and with a tolerance rare in­ 
deed in these days, he discussed the 
questions of the day and outlined the 
beliefs to wThich he is committed and 
which, in oui judgem ent, constitute 
the v^ry essence of democracy. 
It 
would be much better for all of us w ho 
profess to be tit mocrats if we would 
rer.d this speetn and find from it how 
fa r some have w ardered f>om 
the 
faith of the father^ 
nd which, a ter 
all is said and oone, is the foundation 
upon which the republic rests. “Equal 
and exact justice to all m en/’ is the 
keynote of this faith and Mr. Marshall 
has most masterfully defined just 
w hat it means in our public life. 
The speech was opportune and if 
read and thoroughly digested by those 
seeking to know just w hat is right and 
how to guide themselves in exercising 
the franchise, could not but redound 
greatly to the benefit of the nation. 
And, while discussing the matter, 
it may not be amiss to say that al­ 
though the vice-president declared he 
was not a candidate for the presi­ 
dency, the party would not make a 
mistake, if, seeking a strong leader 
and a sure winner, it should nominate 
him to the great office.

The necessity for having a Governor on the 
tractor is too well known to need very much elabora­ 
tion. This is especially true while doing belt work 
as it eliminates the extra man required to regulate 
the speed of the engine when,varying loads are en­ 
countered. A poor Governor, however, is worse 
than none at all. The governor must be so designed 
as to adjust the throttle valve at the slightest change 
of load. If this is not the case, the speed of the 
engine will be decreased when the load is increased 
and if the load is comparatively heavy the engine 
will not be able to regain its required speed. 
Furthermore, the speed of the engine when running 
idle should be nearly the same as when operating 
under full load, otherwise a loss of H. P. is the result.
